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FIERCE FIGHTING. 



Conflict Between Hungarians 
and Italians. 



ALL KINDS OF WEAPONS USED 



One Italian Killed, Throe Other* Fatally 
Injur., I and More Than a*0oien or 
Each Side More or Lena Serlounlj 
Wounded— The Exact Number of Vic- 
tim, Can Mot Be Aiicertalned. 

Hazelton, Pa., Oct. 18.— A conflict 
between Hungarians and Italians work- 
ing on the strappings at Milnesville and 
Latimer Sunday resulted in the death 
of one Italian and the fatal injuring of 
three others, and the wounding of more 
than a dozen on both sides. 

The Italians, who live at Latimer and 
the Hungarians at Milnesville, went 
down to the latter settleme nt and at- 
tacked the Hungarians. The Italians 
were fepnleed and retreated toward 
their home, but when near Milnesville 
they made a bold stand and the fighting 
with all kinds of weapons began. 

The Hungarians evidently had more 
firearms th»n their opponents, for when 
darkness camoonandthe fighting ceaeed, 
one Italian was dead, three others whose 
nationality could not be learned, were 
mortally wounded, while a dozen or 
more others wero suffering from cracked 
skulls, gun shot wounds and stilleto 
stabs. It wr an awful battle and at- 
tracted hunureds who stood at a dis- 
tance and watched the slaughter. 
The dead Italian is named Plutarke. 
The wounded Italinns are: Antonio 
Morke, shot in the shoulder and cut 
abont the head and face; two others, 
names unknown, dangerously, wounded, 
one being shot in the groin and the oth 
er hacked about the body anil neck. At 
least six others who were badly wound 



ed were spirited away by their comrades 
to shanties in the mountains. 

At Milnesville, John Ferriev. board- 
ing boss, shot in the arm and cut about 
the head; George Ferrier, his brother, 
shot in the hip, the ball passing through 
his body, dangerous; Mike Brennan, cut 
about the head and neck; wounds serious 
but not fatal. 

At the wei„'h scale, half a mile north 
of Farley's hotel, where Brennan was 
secreted after being wounded, lie tv. 
other Hungarians, who present a horri- 
ble sight. They are cut from head to 
foot, large slices of flesh being clipped 
out of thei r faces, bodies and hint*. 
Their condition is critical. 

When the fight was in progress one 
man with the scalp hanging over hifl 
face rushed to a small stream, replaced 
it, and endeavored to wash the bloo d 
from his eyes, but, already weakened | 
many wounds, he fell forward on hi 
face. The exact number of victims ca. 
not be told, but a conservative man 
who lives near is of the opinion that at 
least four men are dead.

STEAM SH P WR ECKED. 

Many Live* Believed to Have Ileen Lout 
In the Chlneae s,.„ 

Hong Kong, Oct. 18.— The Peninsular 
and Oriental steamship Bokhara baa 
been totally wrecked. The steamship 
struck on Sand Island, of the group 
known as the Pescadores, or Fisher's 
islands, called Pheng Hoo by the Chi- 
nese, in the channel of Fokien, in the 
Chinese sea. 

The weather was terrible, and the 
raging waters quenched the fires on the 
steamer. The steamer became un- 
manageable and sank, and the com- 
mander and a majority of the officers and 
crew were lost. Twenty-three persons 
only were saved. It is feared that thos< 
who were lost were mostly Europeans. 
The survivors will reach Hong Kong to- 
day. .

New York, Oct. 18.— Mr. Blaine and 
Whitelaw Reid arrived at the Grand 
Central at 12:55 yesterday afternoon and 
were at once driven to the Fifth Avenue 
hotel. Mr. Reid subsequently informed 
the United Press reporter that the 
rumor that Mr. Blaine might write a 
letter was true. He said that Mi 
Blaine would write one after he had 
reached Washington. 

Mr. Reid also stated that he was at 
work on his letter of acceptance and ad- 
ded: "l will give it to the national com 
mittee this week. 1 go west this week 
but the letter may not be published 
until next week."

Flouring Mill Burned. 

Hillsboro, <)., Oct. 18,— Fire broke 
out'in J. M. Bofd & Company's hn^e 
flouring mill, near the Baltimore and 
Ohio Southwestern depot here Sunday 
night at <5:4 and for a time threatened 
the destruc.on of that portion of tin 
city. A water famine is prevailing and 
the fire department could do nothing 
Boyd's mill r.nd warehouse, with #15,000 
bushels of wheat and the office building, 
Richards' feed mill and several Stables 
near by, were burned. The total loss is 
about $80,0' >0. The only insurance is 
held by J. A. lioyd & Company, who 
had $30,000 on their mill. 

Little Child Hurned to Death. 

Chicago, Oct. 18.— Thomas White, 
three years old, was fatally burned Sat- 
urday. A neighbor of the White family 
late in the afternoon set fire to a pile of 
rubbish in his yard and then left it. The 
Infant saw the fire and wandered over 
to the blaze. While standing close to 
it his clothes caught fire and in moment 
he was a mass of fiames. His cries at 
tracted the attention of his relatives, 
who rushed to his aid and extingashed 
the fire. The little fellow died some 
hours later in droadf ul agony.

The walk-out resulted in the stoppage 
of all traira. and not a wheel was 
turned until the difficulty was settled.

Noted People oolnjf to the World'. Fair 

t Derivation. 

New York, Oct. 18.— The New York 
Central sent out its Chicago limited 
yesterday in two sections. The first 
section, carrying the tegular p»MlUTail, 
among whom was Count Arco. of Ber- 
liu, who goes to attend the Columbian 
celebration at Chicago. 

The second section is ma le up of 
special palr.ee cars und will t arry Vice 
President .Morton and party and ex- 
President Kayes and party to Chicago 
via the Lake Shore and Michigan South- 
ern. Governor Flower and staff, also 
went on this train as far as Buffalo, 
where they will stop over night und 
leave via Michigan Central with Trooj 
A of New York cavalry. 

The vice presidential train was hauled 
by the New York Central's new mon- 
ster engine No. W\, which has seven- 
foot drivers, is sixty feet long, fifteen 
felt high and weighs 2:10,000 pounds. 
This is the largest and fastest engine in 
the world and recently made a contin- 
uous run of seventy-six miles an hour 
with a heavy train. 

A large number of manufacturers 
and business men from the Central and 
western portion of the statu will also 
leave today, and to-night the board of 
managers of the International league of 
press clubs will take the evening trs»in 
via New York Central and Michigan 
Central for Chicago. 



Ready to Leave Washington. 

Washington, Oct. 18. —The cabinet, 
memlxsrs of the supreme court and dip- 
lomatic coqw will leave Washington 
to-day for Chicago, to attend the dedica- 
tion of the world's fair buildings, 
Messrs. Ewing and Addison, representa- 
tive of the Chicago directory, are here 
to accompany tho distinguished visitors 
on the trip.

CLEVELAND DECLINES. 

The Kx-l'ie* dent Will Not Attend the 
World's Fair Dedication. 

Chicago, Oct. 18.— Ex-President 
Cleveland will not participate in the 
Columbian exposition dedicatory exer- 
cises 1 his we eh*. In a letter received by 
the committee on ceremonies from liiui 
yesterday. Mr. Cleveland declined the 
invitation which the exposition officials 
had sent him to ftake part in tho estivi- 
ties, giving as a reason that he did not 
wish to gain any political advantage 
over an opponent who is detained by so 
sad a circumstance as that which keeps 
President Harrison from attending the 
exercises. The following is tho letter: 
New York, Oct. 13, 1893. 
Edward C. Culp, Secretary, etc. 

My Dear Sir— My response to your 
courteous invitation to attend the dedica- 
tion ceremonies of the world's Columbian 
exposition has been long delayed. I should 
be very glad to be present on this interest- 
ing occasion, and thus show my apprecia- 
tion of its importance, if I could do so 
solely as an ex- president of the United 
States. I am sure, however, that this is 
impossible; and I am unwilling to under- 
take the trip, which, from begiuning to 
end, despite all efforts on my part, would 
be regarded as a political tour, made by a 
candidate for the presidency. 

My gem-re! aversion to such a trip is 
overwhelmingly increased in this particu- 
lar instance when I recall the atllictive dis- 
pensation which detains at the bedside of 
his sick wife, another candidate far the 
presidency. 1 have thus frankly stated the 

reasons waleh constrain me to forego the 

satisfaction wlii -h die acceptance of your 
invitation would otherwise afford me. I 
hope in the light of a considerate and sympa- 
thetic sentiment, which ought to lie felt by 
all our people, that these considerations 
will be deemed abundant justification of 
my action. Yours very truly,

DEAD MA N SENT C. O. D. 

The Parents liable to Pay the Charge* 
and Obtain the Hody. 

PiTTSBURd, Oct. 18.— An affecting 
' scene was witnessed at the Adams ex- 
press office in this city yesterday. Ed- 
ward Dougherty, of this city, was killed 
in Chicago Saturday by falling 138 feet 
off of the world'B fair building. H. M. 
Ralston, a Chicago undertaker, prepared 
the body for burial and forwarded it to 
Pittsburg C. O. D. The charges were 
•138.25; |1 10 for the undertaker and 
$28.25 expressage. 

Dougherty's parents are poor. When 
they called at the express office yester- 
day for the body they were astonished 
at the charges, they only having about 
•10 to pay them. The corpse has laid 
at the express office ever since, while 
the Doughertys, heart broken, have 
been trying to raise funds for its release. 
Superintendent Glen, of the Adams Ex- 
press company, telegraphed to Chicago 
to try and arrange with Undertaker 
Ralston and Miller Brothers, contract- 
ors, who employed Dougherty, to try 
and arrange to have the charges reduced 
or paid at Chicago. 

Sliot "while UeaWtlug Arrest. 

Dixon, Ky., Oct. 18.— Thursday night 
Edward Heron waylaid and mortally 
wounded John Winston. Heron at- 
tempted to escape, and was shot while 
resisting arrest. He died Sunday 
morning. They had previously quar- 
reled about a misunderstanding between 
their brothers. 

Charged with Hereny. 

Cincinnati, Oct 18.— The Cincinnati 
presbytery met at the First Presbyterian 
church, Fourth street, Monday morning, 
and preferred charges against Professor 
H. P. Smith, of Lane seminary, accu-* 
ing him of teaching heretical doctrines.

CRISIS IN GERMANY. 

Tho Emperor Signs Csprivi'^ 
Military Bill. 

REICHSTAG TO BE DISSOLVE*). 



If the Measure 1* Not Approved by T!>ut

* Ocean. 

Bkut.i.w Oct. IS.— The emperor has 
signed Count Von Caprivi's military bill 
and has empowered the chancellor to 
dissolve the reichsta'c in case it refuses 
to approve the measure. This step he 
took on Saturday after having read a 
long report on the bill from the chancel- 
lor. The additional annual expenditure 
require-l will lie .V7.5iiO,000 marks. 

Heretofore the unofficial estimate of 
the probable expense attendant upon the 
introduction of the two. year service 
term have varied between 80,000,000. and 
180,000,000 m irks. A few exceedingly 
conservative men have estimated the ex- 
pense at 80,000,000 but this figure was 
generally regarded as ridiculously low. 
The radicals, who are trying to precipi- 
tate a cabinet crisis and a dissolution on 
the issue of the bill, will be seriously 
■rnbarraated by the smallness of the in- 
crease, as they have been the loudest 
ahouters for the two year term, and 
could never have had reasonable expec- 
tations of obtaining it at less coat than 
55,000.00.1 or 60,000.000. 

In a semi-official statement given out 
in Berlin on (Jet. 0. the aim and genesis 
Of the German army bill were described 
as follows: "When Count Caprivi was. 
appointed imperial chancellor he found 
ready to his hand a detailed plan for in- 
creasing the armed forces of the empire 
whilst retaining the system of three 
years' service." 

This scheme, which had been worked 
out by General Von Verdy, the war 
minister, and Count Waldersee, then at 
the head of the general staff, was to be 
carried out by degrees, Prince Bismarck 
also had given his assent. As Count 
Caprivi discovered that many diffi- 
culties presented themselves to the 
carrying through of this plan, after 
thoroughly satisfactory experiments 
had been made with various infantry 
regiments on the two years' system, the 
present bill was drawn. 

Today the Imperial chancellor, tha 
minister of war and the chief of the 
general staff are as fully agreed njion 
their object and the means of obtaining 
it as Prince Bismarck, General Von 
Verdy and Count Waldersee formerly 
were. They do not consider the two 
years' system M the end, but as the 
means to the end. The chief ends in 
view are the enforcement of universal 
liability to service ami the enrollment of 
a younger class of men than are at 
pn Sent as a -ule with the c >!ors. 

The contents of the bill were made 
known to the Prussian council of minis- 
ters some months ago. The president of 
the Prussian minister thoroughly agrees 
with the chancellor as to the political 
necessity of the bill, and none of the 
ministers, not excluding the minister of 
finance, has raised any objections. 

Cholera In lluniliui jf. 

BaMBVRO. Oct. 18.— Thirteen cases 
and three deaths .constitute the cholera 
record in this city yesterday. The 
burials have numbered 118, and tne 
number of patients in hospitals 581. In 
the last six weeks, according to the offi- 
cial report, there have been 17,'Jiii cases, 
and 7,800 deaths. 

The total of Emperor William's con- 
tributions for the relief of families and 
orphans since the outbreak of the plague 
is 50,000 marks.

Two gendarmes aud 
the wife of one of the five men who had 
been left dying in tho mine volunteered 
to go the rescue. All three entered the 
mine. They have not returned and a^e 
supposed to have been suffocated. It is 
impossible to recover the bodies. No 
more persons are allowed to enter the 
mine. 

Does Not Refireseut the New*. 

London. Oct. 18.— Charles A. White, 
the alleged correspondent in America of 
the Illustrated London News, who is 
said to have been arrested in New York 
on a charge of embezzlement preferred 
by his wife, formerly Mrs. Nairle, of 
Cheyenne, W y. , is stated here to have 
no connection with the Illustrated Lon- 
don News. While, it is stated, he was 
formerly a canvasser for the American 
edition of the publication, his con- 
nection with it ceased long ago. 

*Oreek Government Indignant. 

Athens, Oct. 18.— All the Greek con- 
suls and diplomatic officers in Rouina- 
nia have been summoned home. This 
is in pursuance of the resolution of the 
Greek government to show its indigna- 
tion at the conduct of the Roumanian 
government in seizing the fortune which 
a Greek merchant had bequeathed for 
the promotion of manufactures and ag- 
riculture in Greece.

Reid Denounced-Bx-Oovernor Cox, of 
Ohio, a Distinguished Veteran. 
Follows Gresham. 



Mixkd spices— Calhoun's. 



Klmira, N. Y., Oct. 12.— Dr. John 
Creighton, State President of the v New 
York State Workingmen's Alliance, pre- 
sided at the second annual conference 
of the executive committee of that organiz- 
ation, held here to-day. 

As power has been vested in the com- 
mittee for the selection or endorsement 
of candidates for President and Vice-Pres- 
ident of the United States, the committee, 
after having thoroughly debated the mer- 
its and demerits of all the candidates in 
the field, decided, by a unanimous vote, 
to endorse the Democratic nominees, 
Cleveland and Stevenson. 

Whitelaw Reid and his labor record 
were savagely denounced, these reso- 
ution being adopted : 

Brsnlml, That the New York Worklugraen's Alli- 
ance take this method of denouncing the degrader 
and employer of "near," labor, Whitelaw Reid. 
candidate for Vice-President of the United States, 
the enemy of the laboring classes and one who 
has shown a disposition to oppress and grind 
them down whenever au opportunity offered. 

Se»oli<t>l, That we condemn and denounce the 
said Whitelaw Keld as a dangerous enemy to the 
wage-earners of the United States for the reason 
that he has said one dollar a day is enough for 
the workiugman. 

We recommertd that a committee of five be ap- 
pointed for the purpose of having his record 
printed and circulated among all the different 
labor organizations and clubs in the State of New 
York. 

Kemhril, That the secretary be authorized to 
communicate with all the Assembly District 
branches of the Alliance, notifying them of the 
action taken by the Executive Committee at 
their meeting in Elmlra aud instruct them to 
pass similar resolutions. 

Cincinnati Post : "The announcement 
of the defection of fix-Governor Jacob D. 
Cox from his party will be a thunderbolt 
in the Republican camp. Judge Cox has 
been all his life a steadfast and consistent 
Republican, and his views have always 
been held in great respect by the leaders 
of the party. The distinguished gentle- 
man has given intimation that he will 
next month cast his ballot for Cleveland 
and Stevenson, and when sought last 
evening by a Post emissary, declined to 
deny the assertion. 

"Judge Cox's record is a noble one. 
He is a brilliant barrister, and served 
with distinction on the bench. At the 
opening of the civil conflict he enrolled 
in the cause and became a General in 
command of a brigade in General John 
C. Freeman's division, of West Virginia. 
He was afterwards with Grant, and served 
with the utmost distinction with the 
Army of the. Potomac, notably *t An- 
tietam. During the latter '00s he was 
twice elected Governor of Ohio by the 
Republican party, and declined a renom- 
ination. General Grant upon his election 
to the Presidency, appointed the distin- 
guished Ohioan Secretary of the Interior. 

After a little more than a year's service 
in the Cabinet Judge Cox resigned. He 
had differed with the President as to his 
action in regard to the scandals that were 
beginning to cast the Grant administra- 
tion into disrepute. Though taking no 
active part, no great political or meeting 
of the forces has been complete without 
the name of Jacob D. Cox. in the list of 
officers.

After November IS. 



The statement has been published that 
it will be lawful to kill quail on and after 
October 20th— next Thursday. That is 
is the! prevailing impression, but sports- 
men should not be in too big a hurry in 
oiling up their guns and loading their 
shells. 

A special act passed by the Legislature 
two years ago makes it unlawful to kill 
quail until November 15th. This act 
applies only to this county, thd title be- 
ing "An Act For the Protection of Game 
in Mason County." It is chapter 31)5 of 
the acts of the last Legislature, and was 
approved March 22, 1800. 

The penalty is a fine of not less than 
$10 nor more than $25 for each offense.
